Pickaway -co was believed to 
be a my th until J ohn Stephan, 
a former Indiana coal miner, 
made the discovery which led 


to "widespread 
eoal 
fever" 
and the leasing of thousands 
of acres of land for the pur­ 
pose of looking 
for more of 
the valuable fuel. 


' 
Stephan came to Pickaw&y - 
eo with bis family in the fall 


of 18 7 7 . 
He was unable to 
find immediate employ ment so 
he traveled over the county in 
search of 
any 
odd 
jobs 
lie 
could 
find. 
He 
visited 
the 
Dresbach 
farm, 
five 
miles 
south of the city , on a May 
day of 18 7 8 and according to 
The Herald of the time, “ was 
at once stricken with the ap- j 
pearanee of the country and 
said that coal ex isted 
under- j 
neath the surface of the land.“ j 


The Pickaw ay -twp farmers 
at once hooted the idea, but 
Stephan after 
much 
persis­ 
tence, was finally able to con­ 
vince Mr. Dresbach 
and 
the 
latter agreed to furnish the 
necessary 
tools 
for 
pros- 
, pec ting. 
Work was at once 
commenced in a pasture field 
about 200 y ards west of the 
Dresbach residence.

BERLIN, Dec. 14.—A ttaches of 
the chancellery today said only a 
“m iracle” prevented derailm ent of 
Reichsleader Adolf Hitler's special 
train, with resultant catastrophe, 
when it struck a b us at Verden 
late yesterday. 
The train, returning to Berlin

killed 15 occupants of

atrical troupe. 
The heavy b us crashed through 
crossing gates in a fog. 
W reck­ 
age was strew n along the track s 
for more than a mile. 
The train 
did not leave the rails. 
Hitler leaped out of the train 
when it stopped and harried b ack 
to aid rescue work.

N rejoicing over Eurc;:oi e cape from war as a co-sequence cf the 
Marseilles assassinations, we should not be blind to the fact that 


there is a great deal moie to be -i'jne and that it is going to be a lot 
harder to dit it than to shut olf gunplay. The nations that brought 
> 


presrure to bear on Yugoslavia <u.J Hur.-ary. parlicularly Britain and 
France deserve thank., but behind th.m was uncther and greater 
force that must be cultivated an 1 directed. It is exhaustion, 
war- 


wearines-, disillusionment, all expressed in public opinion. At present 
it doe? not want \var- -not, at least, war as it is usually understood. 


But the world is not free from war of another sort. It is 
full or 


political war, economic war. It is full of rivalries, nat.onal ambitions, 
jealousies, racial hates, religious discord;-, smoldering revenges, deceit, 
bribery, corruption, intrigue and all other forms of Human weakness. 
They have been the agents provocateur of war and can start war 
again unless 'they are controlled. The Yugoslav-Hungarian 
flare-up 


revealed them. The revelation should be a warning. The question of 
revision c-f boundaries set by the peace trsitlea, which is the great 
cause of Balkan animosity, is sufficient of itself to show that 
diffi- 


cult adjustments have got to be made if war clouds are to be kept 
from gallic-ring. 
. Every country that participated in restraining the Balkan belliger- 
ents had a valid reason for not wanting war at present; yet more 
potent than any other was Old Man Exhaustion—not physical or 
financial exhaustion merely, but also men-tal exhaustion over the idea 
of war. Politicians don't dare send out troops to a needless war or a 
war that might be called aggressive for fear of a domestic uprising. 
The public has been, educated by its disillusionment over war 
but it 


needs a great deal more educating, particularly in the less advanced 
countries where life is still held pretty cheap. 


Every restraint helps, whether in -the Saar or ' in the Danube 


basin. Every neighborly act helps whether it is in extending good of- 
fices to-.the belligerents in the Chaco or helping other nations expose 
the 
iniquities- of -the private munitions business. Still we must go a 


good deal deeper. Whether it be in Europe, South America or the Far 
East; tfhc people must be educated more and more in*.restraint. 
' More important, Ihey must be made to bear down on their militar- 
ists, to oppose the treaties that are blocking stability and to stand 
against'the i-eeret. influences of official and non-official war-makers.
